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Celebration *84 


On January 23, 1984, Winnipeg got a large doae of ufology when the 
Faculty of Science at the Unlveralty of Manitoba featured two UFO 
lecturera for Ita participation In Celebration *84. The main attraction 
waa Stanton Friedman, making hla flrat appearance In Manitoba, with me aa 
a aupplement for local Intereat. Aa uaual, however, UMSU acrewed up the 
promotional advertlalng, and aa a reault, little had been announced a week 
prevloua to Stan*a arrival. Rut Deanne Troaky, Science Studenta* 
Aaaoclatlon VP, came to the reacue and alnglehandedly launched a media 
campaign that reaulted In a deluge of media Intereat. With the puah, 
Stan*a evening lecture drew an overflow crowd In the largeat lecture hall 
In the Faculty. 

There*a no queatlon that the publlc*a Intereat In the aubject atlll 
rldea high, deaplte the lack of alghtlnga over the peat few yeara. The 
audience that night waa an odd mixture of atudenta and middle-aged 
Indlvlduala from the lay comnlty. I recognlxed only a few profeaaora, 
and theae were among the more open-minded on campua. No one from the 
Manitoba Planetarium, nor from any aatronomy department, came to llaten to 
Stan*a thre-hour oratorlal. Too bad; he waa a sheer delight. 

Stan la baalcally a pure nuta-and-bolta ufologlat, clearly 
emphaalslng hla belief that "Flying Saucera Are Real!". Hla talk centered 
on hla evidence that varloua govemmenta are witholding Information about 
UFOa, and deliberately mlaleadlng the public. He dlacuaaed Blue Book 
Special Report 14, In which atatlatlca were selectively Ignored to avoid 
the conclusion that UFOa are a real, characteristically different 
phenomenon than the conventional phenomena used to explain then. Rut hla 
moat puExllng presentation waa on the Infamour. Roswell Incident, In which 
a flying saucer reportedly crashed In New Mexico, and the US Government 
has kept It secret since then. Stanton has over aeventy-flve signed 
affdavlta by wltneaaea Involved In the case, all giving testament to Ita 
reality. 

Personally, l*ve never been comfortable with the conspiracy theory, 
mostly because of Ita unprovable nature. At some point, the theory evolves 
Into a religious argument, baaed entirely on faith since the object of 
belief la not observable.(1 recognlxe that black holes fall Into this same 
category, but you know what I mean.) Even If the arguments that derive 
logically from one another suggest the story la true, the fact that the 
proverbial "little green men In pickle jars" are not forthcoming la a 
major stumbling block In the path of acceptance of the theory. In Ita 
support, however, la evidence which suggests that the varloua governments 
have Indeed been witholding Information on Ita Investigations of the 
phenomenon. This la the "aaucergate" that Stan coMenta on In hla 
presentations. 

I had the opportunity to talk with Stan at length while he waa In 
to«ni, and we dlacuaaed a wide range of topics, often Including UFOa. He 
had also attended the talk I had given and he waa able to give me some 
constructive criticism. I had changed my Manitoba-only talk to one with a 
broader coverage of the UFO phenomenon, and It waa moat unsatisfactory. 
The next talk 1 gave waa my original, and It of course went much better. I 
had not adhered to the flrat law of adjustment: If It works, don*t fix It I 
C*eat la vie. 

Stan has had many years of experience doing the lecture circuit, and 
knows how to play the audiences. He said 1 had a distinctly Hynek-llke 
lecture style, and I had to agree. There*a no question that my several 
meetings with Dr. Hynek have had a certain effect on my approach to 


ufology. There la a definite contrast between the Hynek and the Friedman 
UFO lectures: the former dlacuaaea IFOa In some depth. Injects humor with 
cartoons and discusses a multitude of ufological topics; the latter 
Ignores IFOa and concentrates solely on the point of presentation about 
the evidence he haa gathered. One la an overview and the other la a 
specific approach. In two dlatlct styles. Both are real crowd pleaaera, 
but for different reasons. 

Stan and 1 swapped a few stories over dinner at Cathay House (and we 
both aay that the food la every bit as good aa they aay It la). Ue talked 
of all the aspects of ufodom, from MIB to classic cases and the 
Indlvlduala Involved. In particular, we spoke about the state of ufology 
today.

The Status of UFO Research 


By now, moat of the regular SGJ readers will have recognised my 
somewhat cynical attitude towards moat things. Call It a character flaw. 
If you wish. This cynicism, when applied to ufology brings out the very 
aerloua nature and consequences of the aubject. 

Flrat of all, UFO reports have not altogether stopped coming In, 
although they are at a trickle. 1 just recleved the latest from Lou 
Farlsh*a clipping service, and It contains pages and pages of reports. 1 
think we can atlll be allowed to ask why reports are being made after 37 
yeara of the "modem UFO era". This la the easiest queatlon, and Ita 
answer la obvious from reflection upon the data at hand. There have always 
been and always will be UFO reports; the human system la remarkably 
fallable, and It will always from time to time encounter unknown stimuli. 
I would suggest that the present trickle of reports la the background 
level above which UFO flapa must rlae. This la not too unexpected, aa 
Intense research by Vallee, Flammonde, Keel and others haa uncovered (at 
the very least) a contlnoua trickle of reports dating back Into the 19th 
century and earlier Into historical records. Even without proper reporting 
mechanlams, the reporta have been recorded. The meaning of this la also 
quite clear. Since we know that moat UFO reporta are IFOa, the contlnoua 
stream of reports does not mean a contlnoua record of extraterrestrial 
visitation. It moat likely means that there will always be 
mlaldentlfIcatlona. Now, this la not quite Sheaffera*a "where there*a 
smoke, there*a smoke" attitude, because we know that statistically, a 
small fraction of reports are true unknowns (although 1 think that even 
this point needs examination). Sheaffer Ignores theae by Implying that the 
unknowns are juat a statistical variation within the background nolae, and 
that the unknowns can never be totally eliminated due to the nature of the 
reporting mechanism. He aaaumes this mechanism la flawed, but does not 
recognise that the mechanism also produces high-quality observations of 
aircraft, aatellltea and meteors. In fact, the exact same mechanlam 
enables astronomers to track bolides and pinpoint meteorite falls. Of 
course, bolides are photographed by all-aky camereas whereas UFOa are not. 
(Or are they? All-aky photographic surveys are designed to Ignore anything 
except meteors. Even satellite tracking stations admit they detect unknown 
targets, but If the targets have anything less than a conventional 
trajectory, they Ignore It.) 









The next sAjor question concerns the vslue of the UFO reports 
theaselves. For ezsaple, how useful sre UFO report cstslogues? The 
laportsnce of this case to light recently when I wrote sn srtlcle 
criticizing Perslnger's stst1stleal studies on earthquakes and UFOs (see 
previous Issues of SGJ). The studies used UFOCAT and a list of reports 
published In Fate aagaxlne for their data sources. Hendry aade a connent 
In his UFO Handbook that UFOCAT cannot be used for statistics! studies 
because of flaws In Its aakeup. If true, then UFOCAT, a prlMry data 
source for UFO reports. Is essentlslly worthless, as are all other such 
files. 

I have often struggled over this problea, considering Its 
lapllcatlons. UFOCAT Is coaposed of severs! kinds of dsta: a) reports froa 
Investigators; b) newspsper clippings; c) articles In journals (Including 
Fate); and d) other UFO report catalogues. Although there Is soae 
stsndardlzatlon, the qusllty of the reports varies consldersbly, since 
they are only as good as the Investigator who files thea. Hence, In this 
way, Hendry Is right; UFOCAT does possess fisws which might reduce Its 
usefulness ss s dsts source. StstlstIclsns soaetlaes forget that bad data 
gives equally good distributions snd correlations ss good dsts, so thst 
analyses of data tell us nothing shout the data Itself. In coaputerese: 
GIGO (Garbage In, Garbage Out). 

The trouble with UFO data Is that the Inforaatlon usually available 
Is not necessarily the aost useful. It Is coaaonplace to have dates, tlaes 
snd locations of UFO events, sa well as reported characteristics such as 
colors, shspes and types of objects seen. But beesuae the UFO Is observed 
by s huaan systea, "feelings* snd attitudes are laportant, and not always 
Included In a report. As a aatter of fact, there sre so aany variables 
Involved, deciding what Is laportant and what Is not Is not sn easy task. 
But accepting everything as dsts Id not the best choice to aake either. 
(One ezaaple that coaes to alnd Is Project URD*s huge, coded UFO report 
fora that leaves nothing out. A coaputerlzed data bank with that aaount of 
data per case would be huge as well, perhaps needing 100 tlaes the 
strorage space of UFOCAT. Another ezaaple Is the narrative file. In effect 
a listing of UFO esses In text fora, auch like a book. The advantage of 
such a file Is that the coding of UFO reports Is not needed, since actual 
words are used: John Salth saw a red nocturnal light on Hay 3, 1983, etc. 
If John fialth said that It looked like a burning aircraft, the file would 
have that on record. The serious disadvantage of this type of file Is that 
It would be enormous, snd perhaps would need 1000 tlaes the present UFOCAT 
storage space.) 

But all this does not aean that UFO data has no aerlt. We have lots 
of data on what tlae people report UFOs, where and how aany. UFO data 
files are therefore catalogues of sociological Infornatlon. Is this useful 
In Itself? Well, It Is, depending on what you use the dsta to show. 
Peralnger uses UFO data for geophysical studies, assualng that the data Is 
laportant and accurate. I personally feel that sociologists are alsslng 
out on a ripe field for study. The belief systea for entire countries Is 
up for grabs In UFO Investigators* files. 

Vallee used this Information to support his ultraterrestrlal 
hypotheses. The "aanlpulatora" In his scenarios are therefore directly 
Influencing our sociological structure. UFOs could thus be aerely a global 
reaction aechanlaa to the new space age (even though they existed before 
the space age!). Or Is the UFO phenomenon a response to the nuclear age 
Instead? 

Finally, let ae get around to aentlonlng the prlae source for UFOs In 
aany theories, naaely, the extraterrestrial hypothesis. 1 do not hold the 
ETH untenable In any respect. In fact, the recent opportunities I have had 
to exaalne soae governaent docuaents concerning UFOs have tended to pull 
ae In the ETH direction slightly, despite ay alsglvlngs about It as a 
theory. But I'a not fully convinced. Yet. 
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We are all aware of the opinion of Hr. Carl Sagan regarding UFOs. 
Although he Is a firm believer In ETI, and frequently lobbies for the 
continued funding for SETI research, he Is firmly opposed to the theory 
that some UFOs are extraterrestrial. Recently, a thought experiment led sie 
to the conclusion that Sagan may lose his argunent with Tlpler, the 
scientist who believes that terrestrial life Is unique In the galaxy (If 
not the entire universe). The reasoning Is as follows: There are somewhere 
around 100 billion stars In our galaxy, which has an age of about 13 
billion years. We also know that a typical star remains on the main 
sequence (l.e. capable of supporting life) for about 10 billion years 
and that life on Earth has taken about half that to develop to where It Is 
today (If you call this developed). This leaves us able to survive on 
Earth for 3 billion years more, barring some natural or nan-made 
catastrophe. Now, since some stars will have begun the main sequence 
earlier than our Sun, It Is logical that any evolutionary mechanism will 
have begun sooner as well. If we assume (and this Is an admittedly major 
assumption) that life will evolve In most stellar systems, then It Is also 
logical that life around a star older than our Sun will be more advanced 
than we are. Life sufficiently advanced might also have developed 
Interstellar travel, and may be presently exploring the galaxy (this 
assumes that Interstellar travel Is possible). If so, there Is a 
significant probability that we will be visited by extraterrestrial 
voyagers at some point In our history. And, since there Is a greater 
probability that this will occur outside the present, then we could have 
been visited already, and Arthur C. Clarke's black monolith might In fact 
be waiting for us after all. 

Rut this brings up a rather Interesting point In turn. SETI research 
assumes that life exists, but cannot cross the vast distances of space. 
Yet there are Indications that this Is not so. Mankind Is already 
exploring the solar system, and there Is no reason to think that 
Interstellar travel will not be attempted In the future. If so, then why 
have we not already been contacted by advanced clvlllxatIons? In effect, 
some UFOs must be extraterrestrial In order to support the hypothesis that 
extraterrestrial life exists at all In* any evolutionary stagel Therefore, 
If UFOs do not exist, as Sagan claims, then mankind Is unique and Sagan's 
SETI research la all for naught I Either we are unique, or we are presently 
under observation by an extraterrestrial race. 

Sorry for that digression. I was in the middle of a discussion about 
ny theories of ufology snd got hung up there for a bit. I am beginning to 
favor s more "unified theory of ufology". Really. I believe that only a 
theory which allows for all the various aspects of ufology can come close 
to accurately modelling the phenomenon. Thla neana that the ETH must be 
combined with ultraterrestrlallsm, and seasoned with liberal doses of 
geophysics, cover-ups, sprltuallsm and whatnot, all to compensate for each 
theory's separate drawbacks. Now, I don't for a moment suggest I have such 
a theory already formulated. This Is my "gut" feeling, one that I have 
acquired after having my feet wet for several years. And It's not a 
cop-out, either. I'm saying that there Is a solution, with definite 
parameters that can be eventually determined.

The aub-tltle of this book la "An Introduction To The New Science of 
Hyperapace For Trekklea of All Ages", and It la by the same author who 
wrote "How To Build a Plying Saucer". Normally anything with equations and 
formulae tends to make my eyes glaze over. However, I am Interested In 
anything dealing with science that relates to parapsychology, particularly 
anything that la coherent and readable. This book, like Its predecessor, 
fits the bill admirably, even If the author In hla preface does seem to 
take the attitude that everyone should be good at mathematics. 

Surprisingly, I found myself understanding the meaning of this book, 
ao 1 must be more of a mathematician than I thought. Else, It la the basic 
problem of semantics: before you understand the problem, you must 
understand the terms. Religion has been great for using the terms of soul, 
spirit and rebirth without generating any great understanding aa to what 
they are In practical terms. No wonder people regard myatlca and 
phlloaophera aa wooly-mlnded. 

Any attempt to understand the paranormal before the 20th century waa 
doomed to failure, simply because we did not have the necessary 
Information. Pawllckl dlacuaaea how the universe resembles a giant 
hologram. Only the Invention of the laser about 1960 made 3-D holograms 
possible. He points out that the co-ezlatence of many realities within a 
single area of apace la quite an alien concept to the average person aa 
well. At least It waa until the advent of radio and TV. The only 19th 
century personality who might have had some hope of understanding the 
nature of reality waa Lewis Carroll (1832-1898), «fho waa, after all, a 
mathematician. Into the rabbit hole fell Alice - sort of a symbolic or 
Intuitive representation of light being sucked Into a black hole. If one 
wishes to view It from that perspective. Certainly, the concepts of the 
new physics, aa contained In this book, are aa fantastic In their 
Implications aa Alice In Wonderland. 

Mankind may always have had a knowledge of the workings of the 
universe even If It could not always express It In precise terms. Many of 
the fundamental concepts have surfaced In an Intuitive manner, such aa the 
Idea everything la organized In a hierarchical system with various levels 
and Intelligences. One of the more fascinating chapters In this book deals 
with the operation of the pineal gland, long known by occultists aa "The 
Third Eye”. Pawllckl claims this la linked with the awareness of the 
creativity of the right brain. He aaya that people who hav^thla ability 
have been largely suppressed by the crazy society we have on this planet. 
Hla athletic abilities have led hla to conclude that the mastery of these 
skills are because the person who la able to reach "the point of 
atlllneaa" within himself becomes a superconductor of cosmic energy. I 
have noticed something similar In writing: If you can just get Into the 
right "mode". It becomes easy Instead of a constant effort. 

This book la a step further out - beyond "How to Build a Plying 
Saucer" and a cousin to "The Tao of Physics", "Stalking the Wild Pendulum" 
and "The Excallbur Briefing". I can't say that I agree with all of the 
concluBlona reached, but Pawllckl la never dull. The science la 
Impeccable, and you will know a lot more about gravity, wave theory and 
enlightenment by the time you are finished. Yea, even dreams, fairies and 
ghosts have a place here, aa does the nature of God and Salvation. How 
does Star Trek get Into the act? In the final chapter, we are taken aboard 
the Enterprise and then through a Black Hole - a charming Illustration of 
what to expect when we pass the Event Horizon. 

This book covers a lot of ground In Just 188 pages, and deserves to 
be reread several tinea. A clear. Informative explanation, of what makes 
the supernatural "super".

Peyote la extra (Just 
kidding; I saw that aovle too).

USA Today 
(May 30, 1984) ran a short coluan on the aeetlng, with a third of It on 
UFOs. Jaaea Oberg said "aoat UFO sightIngs have been explained". Allen 
Hynek said that reported properties of UFOs are not consistent with "those 
of everyday objects". The consensus: "There Is no proof that a spaceship 
froa another planet has visited Earth." 

By now, aost of you will have heard that the Soviet Union has set up a UFO 
probe coaalaalon In Its Acadeay of Sciences. The news caae on May 29th In 
the Russian newspaper Trud. 

Version 1 (Dec. 83) of the Archives for UFO Research UPOCODE 
classification ayatea has been out for a while now, although I don't know 
how It la being generally received. Considerably acre detailed than 
UFOCAT, It la a coding ayatea for UFO literature. Including UFO reports. I 
personally do like It, and It aay be a viable alternative to text 
narratives as Its hard-copy retention and reduction In storage apace In 
coaputer aenory la reduced aa well. 

The Manitoba Planetarlua la still presenting Ita auamer show: The Search 
For Extraterrestrials". A aoderate effort. It discusses Von Neuaan 
aachlnes and radio aatronoay. 

The Edaonton Space Sciences Centre (which, incidentally, looks like the 
aother ship froa Close Encounters), la now open, and I'm told it's really 
aagnlflcent. I had the opportunity to tour the place before Its 
completion, and It still was lapresaive at that time. It includes an IHAX 
projector/screen theatre, a planetarium with superbly comfy seats, a large 
hands-on exhibit hall, a state-of-the-art production centre and a 
bookstore (note!). 
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"Your Co-Worker Could be a Space Allen, Say Experts" proclaimed the 
National Enquirer on June 24th, 1984. Out of the 10 signs to watch out 
for, according to Brad Steiger, ay favorites Include: eating French fries 
with a spoon, and using correction fluid to paint fingernails. And I 
thought noboby noticed. 
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Gene Duplantler's latest 1985 hook catalogue Just came to me (September). 
New features: Issue 11 of Delve, Gene's latest fortzlne, and a whole 
slough of new book titles. Included In these are gems titled: "Flying 
Saucers froa Khabarah Kooa", "Secreta of the Popes" and "The Martian 
Alphabet". 

It la with great sadness that I report the recent death of A. Bertram 
Chandler, a science fiction writer who la regarded by aany as the beat 
hard-sclence writer around. He frequently would Inject his stories with 
brilliant huaor, especially through his characters' problems In dealing 
with the opposite sex. His main character. Commodore Crimea, survived aany 
an adventure In Chandler's universe.

Grlaes' history In print lasted several decades, first appearing 
as a character In the 1950's. Chandler's voluminous publishing record 
began back In the 1930'a, although he never gained the popularity of other 
writers who have been around as long, since the "golden age". We salute 
you. Captain Chandler, In that great steaaer In the sky. May Mathilda 
waltz with you forever. The Coamodore la dead! Long live the Conodore!
